The Intense Heat in Australia Causes Ap- 
palling Death and Suffering—A Cara- 
van Track Strewn With Dried Bodies 
and Bleaching Bonea—A Cyclone Fol- 
lows the Heat. 


A dispatch to the London Timea from 
Melbourne save that a terrible hail storm 
has occurred there, the hailstones being 
the largest on record. Windows were 
«mashed and buildings unroofed and 
wrecked by the force of the storm. Ship- 
ping also was damaged and sank and 
trees we e uprooted, (ne woman 18 re- 
ported killed. During the pat two 
months Australiahas be ntte sport and 
the victim of the most extraordinary 
combination ard euecesaion of climatic 
conditions that perhaps ever have been 
recorzed. Brief telegraphic reports have 
reached London of the heat and storms 
and {loodethat have swept the continent 
and strewn it with wrecks. Recent mail 
advices told of some terrible effects of the 
heat. Newa brought by the late steamers 
showed that the intensity of the heat 
wave was’ much yreater in the interior 
than on the coast, and the snflering was 
correspondingly greater, After the heat 
came electric storms, wind storms and 
floods that wroughtalmost as much havoe 
as did the heat. 

At Sidney the hottest day recorded 
was 1!S in theahade; the death rate as- 
sumed alarming proportions, There were 
SO deaths from the heat in Sydney in one 
| day, and 250 deaths in Sydney and its 
euburb: during that one week, at least 
i) being attributable directly to the 
heat. The death rate during the whole 
period of heat was much greater than 
daring the inthaenga epidemic of four 
years nwo, 

The heat appears to have been the 
vreatest in Western Australia. During 
| the second and third weeks of January 
| the temperature of 125 in the shade was 
registered in many parts of the colony, 
snd in the Al kila deserts it reached 120. 
The whole face of the country s shriv- 
elied. Cropkof all kinds were rnined 
nud herds died from heat and want of 
Water, 

Directly afier the heat came a series of 
electrical storms and wind storma that 
ewept the continent as widely as did the 
heat wave. These storms did most dam- 
' age in Western Austraha, and were of 
eyclonie violence in many places. The 
town of Murrornndi was almost wiped 
ont. ‘Lheevelone struck the town during 
t'onmight. The whole country was litup 
for half an heur with balls of tire, vivid 
lightning tlashes and a constant stream of 
electric Ulnmination that seintillated and 
moved in waves like the auroro, but of 
terrifying intensity. Almost every build- 
ing intown was levelled. From many 
parts of western Australia a similar story 
has come, the details beng received but 
slowly, however, because the telegraph 
lines were entirely destroyed, All over 
the colony houses were blown down and 
many pereons and animale were killed 
by the lightning,
